2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-71 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 

Claims 1-71 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed invention as 
the specific taxane and omega 3 fatty acid conjugate. Thus, the claims are novel. 

Claims 1-71 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Shashoua et al USP 5,795,909 which teach 
conjugates of cis-docosahexanonic acid (omega 3 fatty acid) and taxanes used to treat cell proliferative disorders. 

Omega 3 fatty acids are known to be combinable with taxanes to produce conjugates; and taxanes are known to treat cell proliferation. 
Replacement of a compound with another compound belonging to the same class, in this instance taxane and omega 3 fatty acids, is well 
within the purview of the skilled artisan. Further, combining a taxane and an omega 3 fatty acid to arrive at a conjugate, which as the 
expected properties lacks inventive step given the teachings of Shashoua et al.
